These services 
the Queen Alexandra's Royal Naval Nursing 
ice, the Queen Alexandra’s Imperial Military 
ing Service, and Princess Mary’s Royal Au 
Nursing Service. Each includes a regular 
serving in peace time which is augmented by 
es during war. In addition, there is also the 
ritorial Army Nursing Service which, like the 
ritorial Army, consists mainly of reserves who 
liable to be called up in war-time from their 
ilian duties. This service includes in its members 
matrons of the major civil hospitals and 
members of the administrative staff and 
rl sisters of our hospitals, together with nurses 
ied in private or public health nursing; these 
s are frequently enrolled through the matrons 
ir training schools to keep up the strength of 
lerritorial Army Nursing Service. 
[hese services are responsible for the nursing in 
hospitals attached to the various Forces; 
e include many temporary hospitals established 
private houses, suitable public buildings, huts 
| even marquees in time of war. They are 
sted by members of the Voluntary Aid Detach- 
nts, mobile members of the British Red Cross 
iety or the St. John Ambulance Association who 
undertaken to serve with His Majesty's 
es wherever they may be asked to go. They 
taken courses in first aid and home nursing. 
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Many of them have belonged to these bodies tor 
many years, and have attended lecture courses 
and taken examinations in these subjects r 
peatedly in addition to obtaining practical experi 
ence in hospitals and in accident work as 
opportunity permits. 

In addition, as the need arises in war time, thi 
British Red Cross Society and the St. John 
Ambulance Association will also establish auxiliary 
hospitals and convalescent homes. These will b 
staffed by trained nurses, enrolled by the Red 
Cross and St. John Emergency Committee, who 
will be assisted by members of the British Red 
Cross Detachments and St. John Ambulance Asso 
ciation Divisions. In these there will be a place 
particularly for the older nurses who could no 
longer be expected to work under active servic 
conditions, but are anxious to help and well abl 
to nurse and administer hospitals as matrons, 
assistant matrons, home sisters, ward sisters and 
Stalf nurses.

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Health visitors and midwives are of importance to 
the well-being of children and mothers, especially in 
reception areas, where problems of many kinds 
are constantly arising. 

These services are being supplemented by the 
Civil Nursing which supplies trained 
and assistant nurses and nursing auxiliaries. The 
trained nurses of this reserve have been enrolled 
from private nurses, retired nurses and nurses 
engaged in non-nursing duties. They are serving 
as sisters and staff nurses and administrative staft 
in the civil hospitals, as district nurses and 
if qualified to do so, as midwives. The assistant 
nurses will work under the trained nurses in civil 
hospitals and in the patients’ own homes

Ultra-Violet Rays”

ELIOTHERAPY—exposing the body to 
the sun for curative purposes—has been 
known since ancient times. The practice 

was dropped to a great extent in the Dark Ages, 
but revived again in the 18th century. Sir Isaac 
Newton discovered the spectrum in 1666 and 
demonstrated the splitting up of white light into 
seven primary colours, red, orange, yellow, green, 
blue, indigo and violet. In 1800 Sir William 
Herschel made the discovery that mercury in a 
clinical thermometer placed beyond the red end 
of the spectrum would rise; and the following 
year Ritter noted that silver chloride would turn 
black when exposed to rays beyond the violet 
end; to these rays the names of infra-red and 
ultra-violet respectively were given 


The Work of Finsen 


In 1802 Sir Humphry Davy produced the first 
electric arc; and in 1877 it was established that 
micro-organisms were destroyed by the sun. The 
famous Finsen of Denmark, born in the Faroe 
[sles in 1861, was a medical student in Copen- 
hagen in 1882. He discovered that animals had 
the “‘sun instinct,” and drew attention to the 
irritable temper of dwellers in Lapland during 
sunless periods of the year. When he became 
demonstrator of anatomy he carried his research 
work further and taught the chemical effects of 
light, using carbon arc lamps, and later concen- 
trating the radiation by means of quartz lenses. 
His treatment for lupus is well known. King 
Edward VII and Queen Alexandra visited his 
clinic, and later a Finsen lamp was installed at 
the London Hospital. Finsen died prematurely 
of heart disease at the age of 45. 

Another famous expert in light treatment, 
Rollier, opened a clinic at Leysin in the Canton 
de Vaud, Switzerland; and in England we have 
Sir Henry Gauvain’s well-known centre at Alton, 
Hampshire. It was after the Great War that the 
value of ultra-violet light for the prevention and 
cure of rickets was first brought forward by a 
doctor in Berlin. 


The Physics of Ultra-Violet Light

Physiological Effects 

The physiological effects of radiation 
follows : 

Ultra-violet radiation 
of warmth at the time of treatment but a slight 
redness may appear in from four to six hours 
afterwards, which varies in intensity according 
to the exposure given. Dilatation of the blood 
vessels and erythema then occur, followed by 
pigmentation. The time of exposure is gradually 
increased at subsequent treatments. Degrees of 
reaction are: (a) a faint pink tinge in the skin 
disappearing in a few hours; (/) medium redness 
lasting for two or three days, followed by a 
powdery desquamation of the skin; (c) intense 
redness lasting for four or five days, followed 
by skin ‘peeling; and (d) blistering.

Sensitivity to Light Rays 

With regard to the factor of distance, light 
radiation follows the laws of inverse squares, 
e.g., placing the lamp at half the initial distance 
from the skin gives four times the amount of 
ultra-violet radiation. Regarding the patient’s 
sensitivity, it is generally accepted that fair 
skinned people are more sensitive than dark to 
ultra-violet rays. When a patient has been under 
going a course of treatment, it is possible to tell 
what type of lamp has been used by the colour 
of the pigmentation. That following exposure to 
the mercury vapour lamp is greyish in tinge, 
that following the carbon arc is brown. Pigment 
ation does not always appear and is not essential, 
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but pigmented skin is more resistant to infection 
than unpigmented. The skin, as a protective 
covering and an important eliminator of waste 
products, will function better if active and in 
good condition, Chemical changes take place in 
its fatty substance (ergosterol), and the charac- 
teristic smell of the skin may actually be noticed 
during treatment. Vitamin D is produced by this 
reaction and is absorbed into the blood stream.

Treatment 

The baby was at once put on subcutaneous 
injections of saline, 10 c.c. four-hourly A 
stomach lavage showed that there was much 
residue. For three days she was given nothing by 
mouth, then she was given Lacidac (Cow and 
Gate Lactic Acid Milk) Half Cream; this was 
begun very gradually A daily stomach lavags 
was given every morning before her first feed 
Iwenty minutes before each feed she was given 
methyl atropine nitrate 1/10,000 solution. Thi 
initial dose of 0.5c.c. was gradually increased to 
2 c.c. at the end of two days. The feeds of Lacidac 
which had begun at two drams were correspond 
ingly increased. 

For several days she took her feeds well and 
appeared to be thriving, then vomiting began 
again. The dose of methyl atropine nitrate was 
accordingly increased to 5c.c. of a 1/10,000 solu 
tion, and the feeds were gradually increased to 
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Chart showing the relationship of treatment with methyl atropine sulphate to the residue in the stomach, and the weight 
curve. It is interesting to note that when the feeds were increased without a corresponding increase of the drug there was 
a decided increase in the amount of residue left in the stomach and a!so an increase in vomiting. When all occurred together, 
there was invariably a drop in weight. 
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five drams. Vomiting became less and she began 
to put on weight steadily. 

About a month after her admission she weighed 
9lb. The daily stomach lavage was discontinued, 
as there appeared to be very little residue in the 
stomach before feeds. Apart from one set-back 
when she appeared to have spasmodic attacks of 
abdominal pain and vomited her feeds several 
times, she continued to make steady progress. 
We gradually changed her over from Lacidac to 
feeds of Cow and Gate Half Cream, meanwhile 
continuing to give 5c.c. of methyl atropine 
sulphate 20 minutes before each feed. 

By the end of a week after the change-over 
Elizabeth Ann was taking the normal amount of 
food for her age, as scheduled on the tin. . Her

Medical Treatment for Pyloric Stenosis 


In 1922, Arne Johannesen initiated treatment 
[for pyloric stenosis in infants] with atropine 
sulphate in Copenhagen. His treatment consisted 
in giving one drop of | in 1,000 atropine sulphate 
seven times daily before feeds. If tolerated, two 
drops were sometimes given, but never more. The 
treatment was continued for two or three months 
In some of these infants in Copenhagen slight 
atropine poisoning was observed, and then the 
dose was reduced or omitted for a few feeds. Some- 
times the temperature was raised to 100.4°F. but 
no serious toxic symptoms were observed. The 
writer also found that two drops of 1 in 1,000 
atropine sulphate before each feed was the maxi 
mum safe dose for these infants, and in consequence 
it was more convenient to use a | in 5,000 solution 
and to prescribe five to 10 drops, so that the 
required dos@ could be more delicately adjusted 

. In spite of this success with atropine, methyl 
atropine nitrate seems in most centres to have 
out-dated atropine sulphate for the treatment of 
pyloric stenosis. 

The introduction of this drug marks a 
considerable advance in the treatment. Usener 
(1926) appears to have been the first to recom- 
mend it, and in the following year Paul Drucker

Sulphanilamide in Typhoid Fever 


The most striking result in our series wa 
obtained in case 7 (the last) from a combinatior 
of M. and B. 693 and a single intramuscula 
injection of Felix’s serum.

N historic Mount from 
which Titus thundered his 
wrath on Jerusalem, the new 
Rothschild-Hadassah University Hos 
pital now stands. To the west it 
faces the whole panorama of old and 
new Jerusalem, and to the east the 
Dead Sea and the Jordan which flows 
into it at this point, with the hills of 
Moab mounting guard 

The hospital stands on a 
which slopes away from it in every 
direction and because of the peculiar 
climatic conditions in Jerusalem, Care- 
ful study had to be given to its exact 
position on the site. It was eventually 
decided to place the buildings in a 
nor’-nor’-westerly direction to protect 
the wards from excessive sun in summer and the full 
force of the wind and rain in winter. In the Judean 
hills, Jewish pioneers quarried the white Jerusalem 
stone from which the hospital is built, and for three 
vears 600 men have been working under a guard to 
erect the largest public institution in Palestine 

Special attention has been given to safeguarding 
the structure against earthquake and fire, and 
although the hospital looks like a single unit to the 
lay it really consists of 12 architectural divisions 
so that strain on one section will not cause damage 
to the entire block. An unusually large proportion 
of steel has been in the foundations and the 
buildings themselves. 

The institution has a threefold purpose—healing, 
teaching and research It is a medical centre com 
prised of three separate units, the Rothschild 
Hadassah University Hospital, the Henrietta Szold 
Hadassah School of Nursing and the Nathan Ratnoff 
Post-graduate Medical School three buildings 
centralised in «one. 

The idea of a medical centre first conceived 
in 1925, when Hadassah (the Women’s Zionist 
Organisation of America) and the American Jewish 
Physicians’ Committee of America undertook it as a 
joint project The physicians were interested in 
establishing a medical school in Palestine The 
Hadassah, which had been engaged in medical work 
in Palestine since 1913, and had organised a country 
system of curative and preventive medical 
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institutions, looked to the establishment of a 
sity hospital and school of nursing the 
consummation of its health programme, which 
accomplished medical improvements in the 
both for the Jewish and the Arab population. | 
was not until 1934 that the corner-stone was laid ar 
the hospital itself w 1939 

In its present stage, the hospital consists of 30 
beds and has departments for every sort of case, ar 
laboratories and clinics of all kinds 

Its services are available to all sections of the popu
